Chancellor Helmut Schmidt's gov- 
ernment said in an offieia: decia- 
tation. 

West Germany and its NATO 
partners “obsrve the armaments.

with concern,” added the “tate 
ment. printed in the government's 
official beetin as a formal reply 
to a Soviet government declara- 
tion issuer May δ 

“Certain Circles’ 

The Soviet declaration hed 
caused a stir here by accusing 
“certair circles" in West Germany 
of trying toe undermin: bilateral 
relations—a clear attacx on the 
opposition conservetives who be- 
hheve that the coalition govern- 
Toeot has made too many con- 
cessions to the Soviet bloc in its 
“Qstpolitik” normalization policy. 

The declaration also reaffirmed 
Moscow's détente commitment 
and urged Bonn to expand long- 
term political, economic. scientific 
and cultural expansion. 

The West German statement 
also said that 11 partier in the 


German parliament have declar- 
ed their desire for “th. constant 
improvement of relations." 

It added that historic lessons 
oblige both West: Germany and 
the Soviet “Inion to persistently 
continue détente while taking 
into accaunt their allegiance “to 
different social orders, economic 
and alliance systems. There is 
no rational alternative to this.” 

But, clearly referring to Soviet-

The Wes: German declaration 
stressed that 2 realistic detente 
policy can be besed only on a 
military baiance of power, warn- 
ing thes "whoever claims military 
superiority puts himself at vari- 
ance with the objective precon- 
dition for stable relations in 
Europe and the world.” 

In its statement, worked out 
in consultation with its US. 
British arc French allies, West 
Germany said that bilateral rela- 
tions have reache?t the stage 
where there no longer is any 
question of “whether one or the 
other side could decide’ between 
war or peace .

Canada Ready : 
To Sign EEC 
Trade Accord 


First by Developed, 
Non-European Nation 


OTTAWA, July 1 (OPT). —Es-* 


ternal Affairs Minister Allan Mac- 
Eachen yesterday announced ap- 
proval of a document making 


Canada the first developéd non-~ 


European nation to obtain agree- 
ment for commercial and eco- 
nomic co-operation with the fur 
ropean Economic Communtiy. 


Establishment of such ἃ “con- 


tractual link,” with the EEC has 
been a Major objective of Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Tradean’s 
government as Canada pursued 
its “third-options” policy of reduc- 
ing trade dependence on the 
United States. 

The agreement was approved 
by the federal Cabinet at a spe- 
cial night session on the eve of 
Canada's 109th birthday. A 
spokesman for external affairs 
said, “This is a precedent follow- 
ed with interest by many other 
countries.” 

Signature of the agreement 
here next Tuesday will be trans- 
mitted live by satellite to Europe 
through the Eurovision facilities. 

Mr, MacEachen said that the 
co-signers of the document will 
be “Mr, {Max] van der Stoel,

Thounands ‘of communities in 
states from Maine to Alaska and 
millions of Americans are com- 
memorating the country's 200th 
birthday in different ways. 

“America is getting exactly the 
Bicentennial it wants,” said John 
Warner, head of the Federal 
American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration. 

"Tt fell short of my expecta- 
tions.” he added. “I had hoped 
it would reflect a greater national 
fervor over the principles laid 
down by the Founding Fathers. 
I hoped there would be more of 
an emphasis on the documents, 
on the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights.” 

Unlike the Grand Philadelphia 
Exposition of 1876, no single 
event will dominate the 200th 
birthday.

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The Receding Ice Cap 


The weather is changing in Eurupe—it is 
tinseasonably ot and dry in Paris and 
London: unseasonably wet and cool in Mos- 
cow, And the political weather, too, has 
changed, with 29 Communist parties assem- 
bled in East Berlin to make statements of 
a tone which might have been heard in the 
West European Parliament at Strasbourg— 
statements, too. which have about the same 
unity and effect. 

Naturally. the breach of several of the 
Communist organizations with Moscow must 
be viewed with skepticism; this carries 
rather fess conviction than Luther’s breach 
with Rome. yet the rise of a nationalist 
group of Communist ideologues. adopting ἃ 
democratic approach (or at least a variety 
of approaches) does reflect some facts in the 
evolution of society ‘since the Bolshevik 
revolution. 

“The working people.” said President Tito, 
for whom the emergence of many prot- 
estants against Muscovite orthodozy was an 
occasion of triumph, “are in a growlng degree 
becoming conscious of- their position and 
role in existing social systems." This is true 
enough. and this consciousness shows itself 
in a number of ways—by votes in national 
elections and national parliaments. by the 
impact of strikes and strike threats on na- 
tional economies, by the adaptation of gov- 
ermmments to the worker. whether as a party 
member or a union member. 

And Socialism. 55 Tita pointed out, does 
not possess “ready-made solutions. given ance 
and for all and applicable to 811 conditions.” 


‘This was ἃ remarkable issue to.ba raised in 


4 Communist gathering, since the Com- 


* munists have always maintained that they, 


and they alone, had “ready-made solutions,” 
which they would apply by imposing the rule 
of ἃ militant minority on behalf of a major- 
ity only partially eonsclous of its role in 
saciety. 

Tito. of course, did not speak for all the 
Communists at the East Berlin meeting. But 
he spoke, and he had support In effect from 
several leaders cf important segments of the 
meeting—including, no doubt. some who did 
not raise their voices on the side of the 
heretics. And his contribution was accepted 
as 8 part of the loosely and even some- 
times cantradictory fabric of doctrine that 
emerged from the session. 


In sum, there, are forces at work in society - 


—free or authoritarian—which the dogmat- 
Ists of the past did not recognize. As in the 
case of Europe's weather, the ice cap is 


receding. the frozen doctrines are melting.’ 


And, as is also true of the changing weather, 
this brings its own threat—sunlight is 
bright and cheery, but too much of it 
brings drought and barns the crops. The 
Teformation of a long exjsting and overrigid 
treed once entailed a Thirty Years War. But 
as in that earlier instance, human reason 
can at least be heard, and human intel- 
ligence brought to bear on subjects released 
from the custody of a self-perpetuating in- 
quisition. And perhaps this could Jead to 
consultation instead of confrontation, . to 
copperation instead of social war. 


Puerto Rico and Prosperity 


When the leaders of seven industrial na- 
tions met this week in Puerto Rico, they 
were trying diligently to profit frcm an 
unpleasant and expensive experience. It 
was an acknowledgment that the world's 
Major economic powers cannot continue to 
‘push single-mindedly for maximum growth 
and employment, as they are accustomed to 
doing. without generating a peculiarly dan- 
gerous kind of trouble for themselves. The 
boom of 1972-74, everyone remembers, turned. 
into the dire recession of 1974-73. The boom 
was shorter, and wildly more inflationary, 
than anyone had expected. The bust was 
faster, and went far deeper, than any con- 
ventional forecast had warned. The Puerto 
Rico meeting was part of the process by 
which politicians are trying to assess what 
has happened, and to keep it from happen- 
ing again. The nations at the conference 
were the United States, West Germany, 
Britain, Japan, France, Italy and Canada, 


* Ok Ok 


Since ali of these seven countries are 
democracies, the remedies depend upon the 
politicians’ ability to persuade the people 
back home. All seven governments are 
under fierce pressure from their own voters 
to use ali of the familiar devices to raise 
employment, and in both of the richest of 
these countries, the United States and West 
Germany, it is an'election year. But the 
nature of the world’s economy has genuinely 
changed since the beginning of this decade. 
That point is likely to be widely discounted 
in the United States because—unfortunately, 
1 not altogether unnaturally—President 
Ford keeps couching it in the customary 
jdiom of a conservative Republican’s cam- 
Paign speeches. But there is more going on 
here than mere lamentation about the in- 
Qationary and spendthrift nature of way- 
ward mankind. 

Just as the major industrial countries 
Sank into the recession a great dea} faster 
than they had anticipated. they are now 
eoming back out of. it faster than they had 
anticipated. The reason is, apparently. that 
the rich economies now play on each other 
4n ways that enormously speed up reactions. 
It is a result of the vast growth in interna- 
tional trade and investment in recent years. 

Now that the trend is upward again, the 
peopie that were sathered at Puerto Rico 
have reason to fear that 10 will accelerate 
fast enough to praduce sudden shortages. as 


it did in 1973. That would result in another’ 


explosion of price inereases, which in turn 
would mean more unemployment. The 
counterstrategy is to keep the recovery mov- 
ing at a sufficiently limited pace so that 


companies around the world can increase 
Production before another round of short- 
ages develops. It is the latest attempt, you 
might say, to make the world safe for pros- 
perity—and vice versa, 

Is a summit meeting the right forum in 
which to try to carry forward these arrange- 
ments? That remains to be seen. But the 
results so far are encouraging. For exampie, 
there were wide suspicions that the Japanese 
government has been artificially holding the 
value of the yen a bit low in order to gain 
an advantage over its competitors in selling 
exports. The Puerto Rico meeting gave the 
other countries an opportunity to nudge the 
Japanese more publicly than they. would 
have liked. 

‘The troubles of the Rritish Pound and the 
Italian lira ron much deeper. Both coun- 
tries have ἃ tight to look to the other five 
for help, but that help will be given only 
on explicit conditions. The nature of. those 
conditions is still not clear; much of the 
conference's work has not yet been disclosed. 
But there is not much doubt about the kind 
of action that those two. governments will 
have to take. Both have been through wild- 
fire inflations, which pushed the exchange 
value of their currencies down, That has 
made imported goods cost more. feeding the 
inflation back into the domestic economy. 
Britain's government is working vigorously 
and, so far. remarkably effectively to break 
this spiral by limiting wage increases. But 


-nothing of the sort is happening in Italy. 


x we x 


The laws that adjust Italians’ pay and 
social benefits to the cost of living are being 
steadily expanded. so that the imported 
inflation is compounded into domestic wage 
inflation and bigger deficits faster than 
ever. The Italian government is evidently 
unable to summon up the political strength 


to do anything about it. That is why the 


Puerto Rico meeting found itself acting, in 
Tespect to Italy. as a sort of bankruptcy 
court. 

The Puerto Rico conference had a useful 
symbolism to tt. There were the seven heads 
of government, talking anxiously together 
about things like jobs and prices that they 
had all considered, until very recently. to 
be essentially domestic concerns. For all of 
their ups and downs, the seven countries 
are richer than they were at tae beginning 
of this decade. But they have paid for their 
wealth with a degree of their national au- 
tonomp. Puerto Rico was one ston in the 
jonz journey to come to terms with that 
truth.

NEW YORK, July 1 (aP-DN.

The latest boosts focus on the 
lighter grades of petroleum that 
ate much in demand for gasoline 
refining.

‘They are belng led by Libya, 
which, effective today, is raising 
its crude prices as much as 
20 cents a barrel.

expected to follow quickly with 


five cents to 35 cents a barrel, 

Libya, meantime, may have re- 
duced some of its prices, although 
this could not be immediately 
confirmed, Reductions of five-to- 
10 cents & barrel have been recom- 
mended for its waxy heavy crude. 
~ Such a reduction would be in 
line with the cuts of five-to-10 
cents 8 barrel that already have 
been made for heavy crude pro- 
duced in Iran; Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia.

WIMBLEDON, England, July 1 

(UPY).—The United States pulled 
out of all Davis Cup tennis com- 
petition today because “we find 
it intolerable to mix politics with 
tennis.” 

Britain and France withdrew 
from next year’s competition in 
sympathy with the Americans, 
and the annual meeting of Davis 
Cup nations rejected challenges 
to South African and Rhodesian 
participation. 

The American withdrawal was 
an ultimate protest against na- 
tions pulling out of the competi- 
tion rather than play other coun- 
tries with whose politica: policies 
they disagree. 

Mexico twice beat the United 
States and then twice refused to 
meet South Africa because of the 
country’s apartheid ways. The 
Soviet Union said at today's meet- 
ing it would not play Chile, 
which had its leftist regime 
overthrown. Similar refusals 
abound, 

Both the United States and 
the ent committee of 
the 76-year-old Davis Cup sought 
to change thr rules so that 8, na- 
tion which pulled out for polit- 
ical reasons would be barred for 
the following year. 

If a nation pulled out twice 
in five years. it would be barred 
for three years. 

Voting was 32 in favor and 51 
against the proposals, but it was 
three votes short of the required 
two-thirds majoritr. 

A weaker committee motion. 
specifring a one-year ban for a 
political pullout. was defeated by 
the same margin.
